CLAUSE . ASKING FOR TWO. 
THIRDS MAJORITY OF ELEC- 
TORS’ NAMES MAKES WHOLE 
ACT INEFFECTIVE, CLAIM OF 
OPPOSITION, 

EDMONTON, Alta. (Press Gal- 
lery).—-Among a number of minor 
happenings three outstanding events 
feature the news of the past week 
in the Alberta Legislature. The in- 
troduction of the promised Recai) 
Bill, the publication of the govern- 
ment’s Master Code by Hon. E. C. 
Manning, Minister of Trade and In 
dustry, and the continued uncertain 
ty regarding the result of th 
Aberhart-Douglas correspondence. 

Since the Recall Bill made its ap 
pearance, following its introduction 
by Mr. Manning on Friday, there ha: 
been considerable criticism of its 
terms in opposition quarters as well 
as among the public generally, al- 
though this criticism has not been 
jin any sense a reality among sup- 
porters of the administration in the 
assembly. 

The chief objection to the act is 
its provision for a two-thirds major- 
ity of electors’ names on the petition 
for recall before it can become 
effective. That clause, opponents 
say, makes the whole act ineffective 
especially in ridings where there are 
two or more members elected. 

In defence of the bill it is point- 
ed out by Social Crediters that to 
make the recall of a member too 
easy would give a measure of un- 
stability to the Legislature that 
would be fatal. Recall action could 
be taken on all sorts of frivolous 
grounds, and there would be no end 
to trouble under a law that made 
it possible for a comparatively small 
number of disgruntled electors to in- 
stitute recall procedings on _ insig- 
nificant or purely party grounds. 


The general Master Code, which 
was released Friday by Mr. Man- 
ning,. is a document of far-reaching 
importance to the people of Alberta. 
It has aroused wide interest both 
within and without the province. 
Fixing of maximum and minimum 
prices is provided for in the code 
which is binding on all classes of 
retail trade in Alberta, under the 
Trade and Industry Act, and it will! 
become effective on April 1 this 
year. 

Mr. Manning said _ regulations 
under the code will provide for a 
licensing fee of not more than $2. 
with $1 for each additional license. 
No additional license will be re- 
quired in a community where there 
are only general stores. A’ general 
store license will cover. all classifi- 
cations of “nierctiandise:” 

Mr. Manning explains the spirit 
of the cdde is to establish funda- 
mental principles in business, fair 
alike to buyer and seller. It pro- 
vides for fair competition in busi- 
ness. There are 43 general classi- 
fications of business in the Master 
Code. 

The situation with regard to 
Major C. H. Douglas and the Pre- 
mier of Alberta has stirred up wide- 
spread interest and comment on both 
sides of the Atlantic ocean. The 
present status of the discussions is 
not altogether to the advantage of 
the London economist. There is a 
growing impression in Edmonton as 
well as abroad that Douglas is hedg- 
ing on his proposals. Certainly he 
has no complaint against the Alberta 
Social Credit government that will 
stand the light of investigation for 
long. Premier Aberhart has estab- 
lished his reputation as one of the 
most patient politicians on record as 
a result. 

The Major has asserted in inter- 
views given to newspapermen in 
London that the Alberta government 
is not sincere in its plans to insti- 
tute Social Credit, and yet Premier 
Aberhart has repeatedly urged 
Major Douglas to come here and 
establish his own system of Social 
Credit. The Premier points out that 
what the government has done with 
regard to the past indebtedness of 
the province and its past financial 
problems has nothing whatever to 
do with the establishment of Social 
Credit and could in no way hinder 
the work of Major Douglas in ad- 
vising the administration. ; 

Up to the time of writing this, 
Premier Aberhart had not received 
any reply to his last cablegram to 
Major Douglas, and the present 
status of the controversy seems to 
be that the Major is not going to 
come to Alberta, at least .not for 
some time, and that unless another 
competent adviser can be found to 
take his place, Premier Aberhart 
will take the initiative himself and 
go ahead with the plan without ad-

The meeting was called at” the 
instance of a petition signed by 20 
of the ratepayers and about 120 were 
present.

He explained that he was one 
of a company negotiating for a site 
to establish a Packing Plant in La- 
combe, and outlined their plans, the 
procedure necessary and other de- 
tails in connection with the estab- 
lishment of such a plant. 

Mr. Reid said he felt it advisable 
that shares in his company be held 
by the people of the vicinity, so that 
profits accruing might remain in the 
hands of the people of the district, 
instead of going out to others, The 
plant would be capably staffed by 
persons who understood the details 
of the business, and he estimated that 
at least 10,000 hogs, in addition to 
other livestock, would be needed the 
first year. He did not anticipate 
any unfair competition from_ the 
larger plants. Capital, he said, is to 
be raised by subscription by sale of 
shares, on the basis of $20 per share 

four shares of preferred stock, 
bearing interest at 7 per cent, and 
each holder of four shares of pre- 
ferred stock would be entitled to 
one of common stock. 

The company is to be capitalized 
at $50,000 and the possibilities of 
raising $40,000 are being considered. 
This would allow a $28,000. invest- 
ment in the plant and leave $12,000 
working capital. Inspection would 
be provided by a government grader. 

Many questions were asked, which 
Mr. Reid answered satisfactorily. In 
partnership with Mr. Reid will be 
A. M. Christensen, who has_ had 
much experience with small packing 
plants in Denmark. 

Chairman, Reeve Hueppelheuser, 
called on A. Speakman, ex-M.P., Red 
Deer,-who. said he saw. in ‘this move- 
ment the germ of a great co-opera- 
tive movement, where the people of 
the district can work together for 
their own good. Lacombe is, he felt, 
a strategic point for such a plant, 
not only because of its location but 
because of the fine quality of the 
livestock produced in this and in 
tributary districts. 

Henry Trame, president of the 
Lacombe and District Board of 
Trade, explained the attitude of the 
Board, and the steps taken to stimu- 
late this move toward the institu- 
tian of a packing plant at Lacombe. 

Following discussion, a resolution 
was passed that the Municipal Coun- 
cil be empowered to give a grant of 
#2000 to the Lacombe Board of 
Trade to be used in encouraging the 
establishment of the Packing Plant.

Spite Of -Naturalists 

Every time a report comes from 
somewhere that a man has been 
eaten by a shark or that a pack of 
wolves has chased a White Russian 
across the steppes of Siberia, the 
naturalists emit loud shouts of rage 
and declare that sharks do not eat 
people and that wolves do not travel 
in packs and would not be so optim- 
istic as to chase three horses and a 
droshky across the snow. The classic 
story of the Russian family which 
was pursued by a pack of wolves 
‘and the parent saved only by tossing 
the children, one by one, to the 
ravenous beasts, is commonly cited 
as Animal Libel No, 1. 

However, here is Raymond Rutten 
Crary, a young man from Devil's 
Lake, N.D., who announces that a 
pack of wolves chased his farm 
wagon laden with milk and meat, 
for two miles, and at times came s0 
close that he considered pitching out 
a piece of meat to delay their pur- 
suit. The speed of the horses was 
sufficient, however, and Crary got 
home to tell about it. This is a 
challenge to the naturalists which 
ought not to be ignored. Even if we 
concede that Mr. Beebe's ability to 
twitch the whiskers of a shark with- 
out personal risk is evidence of the 
fact that no shark ever ate any man, 
what are we to think about wolves 
running in packs? At any rate, 
Raymond Crary must be disposed of 
before prudent men will drive farm 
wagons across the wolf country 
without taking along a supply of 
meat, or babies, to appease the pur- 
suing pack.—Baltimore Sun.

New Function Of Lungs / 
Rochester Scientist Discovers That 
They Create Platelet Cells 


A new and apparently important 

function of the lungs in creating 
platelets, tiny cells numbering 1,- 
500,000 to a drop of blood in a nor- 
Mal person, was discussed before 
Rochester physicians by Dr. William 
H. Howell, former dean of Johns 
Hopkins Medical Faculty. 
’ The 76-year-old physician and re- 
tired director of the university's 
school of hygiene and public health 
discussed the little-known _ third 
variety of corpuscles and their func- 
tion in aiding the blood to clot. 

Medical science has _ discovered 
that persons with a deficiency of pla- 
telets in their blood suffer throm- 
bocytopenia or frequent hemorr- 
hages of the skin, he said. 

Dr. Howell announced he had dis- 
covered that blood leaving the lungs 
is richer in platelets than when it en- 
ters. In passing through other 
organs, he explained, the blood loses 
some of the tiny cells. 

This would seem {to indicate, he 
said, that there is another and en- 
tirely unknown function of the pla- 
telets themselves.

A New Type Camera 


Used For Early Detection Of Hard- 
ening Of Arteries 


A c&mera which detects and re- 
cords the first small “explosions” of 
arteries in the human body, which 
later may result in death, was an- 
nounced by the Cleveland Clinic 
Foundation. Developéd by Dr. A. D. 
Ruedemann, of the department of 
ophthalmology, and V. B. Seitz, 
mechanical engineer, after three 
years of work, this camera is a new 
tool for the early detection of 
changes in the arteries, especially 
hardening, a condition common 
among old persons. The complex 
camera photographs the capillaries 
of the eye, and reveals hemorrhages 
and .ruptures which are not visible 
otherwise.

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Old Question Revived 
Science May Prove There Is Ether 
In Spaco 

The possibility of real existence of 
the hypothetical “ether”, an invisible 
Medium filling all space, has been 
revived by some new mathematical 
calculations presented to the Ameri- 
can Physical Society in New York. 

W. B. Cartmell, of the University 
of Montreal, 
that the formula by which existence 
of “ether’ has been ruled out may be 
in error. His calculations go back 
to the great experiment begun in 
1884 by Michelson and Morley, taken 
by Einstein and most other scien- 
tists as proving there was no ether. 
These two measured the “ether 
drift.” 

Light travels as 
ether, and the earth is moving 
through the ether. The earth's 
known motion is about 18 miles a 
second. 

Michelson and Morley set up an 
interferometer, a cross, at whose 
centre a beam of light was split, so 
that half of it travelled at right 
angles to the other half out to end 
of the cross bars. These split beams 
were reflected back. At the point 
where they reunited they should 
show “fringes” of color, if there was 
a difference in their velocity in one 
direction as compared with the 
other. 

There was a difference. But it was 
far less than expected. So much less 
that the experiment was adjudged 
as showing no other existed. 


Play Football On Ice 


Eskimos Enjoy Game Exactly As 
Played On Gridiron 

A game similar to American foot- 
ball, played by Eskimos in the light 
of the midnight sun, was described 
in an address at New Toronto by 
Rev. Dr. Archer Wallace, associate 
editor of the United Church Sunday 
School publications. The Northern 
aboriginies gamboling about on a 
large sheet of ice, play their football 
in temperatures that often reach 75 
degrees below zero, Dr. Wallace said. 
Wallace said the Eskimos got out on 
the ice, tackling, interfering and 
passing the ball like any team might 
do on gridirons in civilization.

Must Have Special Education 


Princess Elizabeth Cannot Lead Life 
Of Ordinary Child 

People of the United Kingdom are 
talking seriously about the kind of 
Queen little Elizabeth of York will 
be if, and when, she is called to 
reign as Elizabeth II. 

Public concern is centred more 
than ever upon this nine-year-old 
girl who by the death of King 
George has been .raised to a signifi- 
cant position in contemporary his- 
tory. 

With Edward as monarch, Eliza- 
beth assumes second place in the 
line of succession. She ranks after 
her father, the Duke of York, but 
what is more important she repre- 
sents the second and not the third 
generation as usually is the case of 
royal children in British history. 

So concerned is the government 
over the future, that the cabinet 
considered Elizabeth’s education, it 
is understood. And so has the fam- 
ily of Windsor in royal conclave— 
King George when he was living, 
and Queen Mary, the present King 
and the child’s mother and father. 

The Duchess of York at first ask- 
ed that the little girl be sent to a 
private school where she might re- 
ceive the normal education of an 
English girl of the upper classes. 
But the others persuaded her Eliza- 
beth must be educated to assume 
the crown of Britain, and Queen 
Mary herself has undertaken to 
teach etiquette and diplomatic con- 
vention to Princess Elizabeth Alex- 
andra Mary. 

Buys Seat For Hat 

The most expensive hat in Eng- 
land is owned by Sir Wharton, a box- 
ing enthusiast.

Publication of the X-ray photo- 
graphs ended the fantastic story re- 
curring at intervals for 30 years that 
somewhere under the painting of the 
woman, celebrated in history for a 
21-mile walk to save the British) 
forces in the War of 1812-14, was 
the picture of Premier Ross. 

Beneath the wrinkled face of the 
wife of Col. James Secord, the X- 
ray examination disclosed the _ be- 
whiskered features of Premier Ross. 

According to the Secord legend, 
the picture of the heroine of the bat- 
tle of Beaver Dam was painted when 
the artist was informed a historical 
subject was needed if the portrait 
was to be sold to the government. 

The woman, who drove a cow 21 
miles to warn’ the British forces in 
the war of 1812, is shown seated on 
a high-backed chair,,a hood around 
her head and holding a book. But 
under the X-ray, Premier Ross is 
shown seated holding a roll of 
papers. 

Laura’s face, according to the ex- 
pert, is the premier’s with the beard 
painted out. The hands are new, 
though he said they were poorly exe- 
cuted and perhaps done with a male 
model.

Gives Report On Germs 
Scientist Claims There Are Nearly 
8,000 On Every Penny 

Germs on coins were a menace 
according to a scientist at Prague. 
On every penny there are between 
two and three thousand live germs, 
according to a Czechoslovakia scien- 
tist, Dr. Pavel Kohn. He has been 
counting the number of germs on 
banknotes and on coins in general 
use, Silver he finds is bad for germs. 
They flourish better on nickel, and 
best of all on copper or bronze. The | 
size of the coin makes no difference 
in the density of its microbe popu- 
lation. Most of the bacteria on 
coins, he says, are quite harmless. 
In contrast, those on bank notes are 
twice or three times as numerous 
and a good many of them are cap- 
able of producing diseases. Microbes, 
the doctor adds, live on coins from 
one to eight days and on notes from 
75 to 100. Then they die, but new 
ones replace them.

States Library

pattern to which the coming corona- 
tion of King Edward- VILL will hew 
lies locked in the air-cooked store- 
rooms for rare books in the United 
States congressional library at 
Washington. 

Bound in fine leather and purple 
silk, pages edged in gold, bearing 
the royal monograms of King George 
V. and Queen Mary, it is the com- 
plete story of their coronation, done 
with their approval and presented by 
them to the Czar Nicholas II. of 
Russia. 

The book was a part of the Czar’s 
private library at his winter palace. 
After the upheaval of 1917, the lib- 
rary became state property,

TAKES ISSUE WITH 
MR. FITZALLEN 
Editor, Western Globe: 

The wholesale attack made by J. 
Fitzallen in the Municipal News 
and which was published in ° last 
week’s Western Globe, against the 
part of the Town and Village Act 
which deals with the Voters’ List 
and the eligibility of voters for town 
and village councils, is really past 
the bounds of reasonableness or 
moderation. 

In the first place, voting is by 
secret ballot, so that there is no 
guarantee that a wife and husband, 
father and son, or any such domestic 
pair or trio, etc., should vote for the 
identical body of candidates. Could 
not it even be expected that a wife 
should vote against her husband’s 
successful candidature, so that she 
could enjoy his evening company 
the more? Nor is it likely that an 
owner and tenant would hold a pri- 
vate conference as to their mutual 
choice of councillors. Often such a 
pair cannot agree as to how much 
turf should be kept greensward, how 
much spaded or ploughed under, 
what kind of tree would give the 
most pleasant shade. 

Secondly, many parents have a 
natural desire to leave their prop- 
erty by last will and testament, and 
many an offspring would not ex- 
pect to have to tender a bid at a 
judicial sale, if they wished to have 
the same “lares” as their parents 
had. There is in truth a reciprocal 
patriotic feeling shared by members 
of both generations alike, not eradi- 
cated by up-to-date notions as to 
the avoidance of feared lavish prodi- 
gality. Whether companies have 
the same viewpoint or not as have 
private individuals in their capacity 
as estate executives, the truth re- 
mains that offspring are not alike. 
The parable of the Prodigal Son has 
sound application today. Why should 
the son, willing to. stay with his 
folks, have to wait until he is “the 
Assessed on the death of the testa- 
tor” before he is eligible to cast a 
ballot in a town or village election, 
while his brother-in-law, two blocks 
distant, is happily assessed, or, oper- 
ating a butcher. shop, is assessed 
with “happily” omitted. 

It is submitted that there is more 
domestic contentment with the pres- 
ent eligibility of a voter remaining 
fairly liberal, than there would be 
if merely one assessed parent, owner 
or tenant as he or she might chance 
to be, alone had the privilege of 
voting.

A Pot t OF C Gold? 


Tt is said that coals learn by experience. True, undoubtedly, but one 
wonders sometimes just how much experience is needed for some people 
to learn some lessons. 

In illustration one might c#te the well established axiom that “there is 
Mo royal road to wealth.” Experience, reaching back for centuries has 
amply proved the truth of this assertion but the lessons of the past do not 
appear to be very deeply engraved om a good many-human minds, or if the 
truth of the statement is admitted and recognized, it is quite frequently 
ignored or blindly waived aside. 

Why is it that so many people are easy to convince, against all the 
laws of sound economics, in defiance of recorded history and experience, in 
opposition to their own inherent common sense, that there is a pot of gold 
at the end of the rainbow to be had merely for the zathering? 

Why is it that people of fair education, people who are well read, peo- 
ple who usually apply good sense in the pursuit of their daily avocations 
and even demonstrate shrewd ability in ordinary business transactions, fall 
an easy prey to the lure of financial fakirs, confidence tricksters and un- 
scrupulous sharks? 

There can be only one answer to these questions and that is that people 
of ordinary intelligence and acumen who succumb to the wiles of the tricky 
financial gangster and invest hard earned savings in wild projects and 
doubtful schemes have permitted blind, unreasoning hope to supplant judg- 
ment and common sense. In other words, the desire to get something for 
nothing or to acquire a lot from a little is allowed to over-ride good sense. 
The inevitable result of such lapse is disastrous speculation in schemes in 
which every card is stacked against the player. 

And once the victim has allowed himself to be tured into the net by 
promises of huge returns and great rewards it is astonishing how reluctant 
he is to admit even’to himself that he has been ensnared even after the 
truth is revealed in unpleasant starkness. The net in which he is caught 
is made of golden meshes and rather than credit anything else he is ready 
to believe the most impossible stories and back up his faith by sending good 
money after bad until he is ultimately strangled. 

A remarkable illustration of the operation of this psychological trait 
was recently unfolded in the expose of the “Drake estate” frauds in the 
Chicago courts when it was revealed that 70,000 residents of mid-western 
States had contributed a total of $1,350,000 to a group who represented 
they held claims to the Sir Francis Drake estate, consisting of incredible 
wealth in Great Britain plus title to debts owing the estate in 66 countries 
of the world with compound interest which had been piling up for 300 
years. It was represented that those who would contribute funds to enabfe 
the group to settle up the estate would reap a thousandfold on their invest- 
ment. 

Even after the ringleader was sentenced to a ten-year term in jail 
money. continued to roll in to his agents who collected on a commission 
basis to further their alleged efforts to “collect the estate’, evidence in the 
trial ‘of 41 of these collectors revealed. 

Wild stories were told at campaign meetings and, judging from the re- 
sultant flow of money, believed. Prospects were told that all the silver and 
gold in the world really belonged to the estate, which was why the United 
States began calling in both and why England departed from the gold 
standard, that when Roosevelt was reported on a fishing trip he was actu- 

.@lly in England settling the estate and that the-ring leader was not in jail 

but was waiting to release a secret understanding with the Bank of Eng- 
land, which would start the golden flood pouring across the prairies. One 
of the prospects is reported to have written the Bank of England, and, 
when told the Drake estate had been settled long ago, _mepentan his plain- 
tive query, ‘What steps do I take to get my money?’” 

It reads like a fairy tale, but it is opportune to point out that for this 
one scheme which received a great deal of publicity, there are hundreds of 
others to which the unsuspecting public is invited to subscribe, about which 
not much is heard. 

Such appeals are invariably launched on thi: well-founded assumption 
that there are still plenty of people gullible enough to part with their money 
if the bait is made sufficienty glittering in the form of handsome returns 
at short notice, 

Those who are tempted by such blandishments would do well to hesi- 
tate before taking the plunge into dubious waters and particularly to be 
wary of glittering promises of speedy and handsome dividends. Money is 
not made that way, except by the few who are out to “take the suckers for 
a ride.” 

For the average man or woman there is just one reasonably safe way 
to ensure a competence for old age and that is by the slow and painful 
route of hard work, thrift and investment of savings in sound securities, 
remembering that the sounder the security, the smaller will be the returns. 
Such method requires courage, persistence, self-denial, endurance and in- 
telligence, but it is the only rational way, for there is no royal road to 
riches. 


Gift For Noted Pianist 


Watch Made Especially For Pader- 
ewski Has No Duplicate 

Padereswki, the great pianist, is 
to be presented with a watch which 
he will know is his. It has just been 
completed in Warsaw. The _ time- 
piece has the hours represented by 
the letters I. J. Paderewski, a piano 
keyboard representing the minutes. 
The hour hand is in the form of a 
pen, the minute hand like a conduc- 
tor’s baton, the second dial marked 
with the name of the district in 
which Paderewski was born, and 
round the dial are the notes of 12 
Padereswki compositions. It is said 
to keep perfect time.

Twenty-one million Russians are 
being fed to-day from communal 
kitchens.

Princesses Joint Heirs 


Parliament Would Have To Decide 
Between Elizabeth And Her 
Sister 

It has been assumed generally 
that, after the Duke of York, nine- 
year-old Princess Elizabeth is the 
heir to the Throne. 

It is now pointed out that this is 
not strictly the case. She is joint 
heir with her baby sister, Princess 
Margaret Rose; if the problem arose 
Parliament would have to decide be- 
tween them. Evidence to that effect 
may be found in Sir Sidney Lee’s 
“Edward VII.”, and the general 
tenor of Dicey’s ‘Law of the Consti- 
tution (1927).” 

Only twice before in history has 
such a situation arisen, and on both 
occasions Parliament chose the elder 
sister. 

When Edward VI. died without 
any children, it was only by special 
Act of Parliament passed in the 
reign of Henry VIII., that Queen 
Mary was able to succeed before her 
younger sister beth. 

In the same way when James II. 
forfeited his crown for himself and 
his son by fleeing the country, it was 
only by right of coriquest (as the 
wife of William) and with the sanc- 
tion of Parliament, that Mary and 
William took precedence over Anne, 
and not because she was the elder 
daughter.

May Build Salt Refinery 


Test Drilling Will Start Soon At Salt 
Beds In Alberta : 

_ Breetion of a $70,000 salt refinery 
at McMurray, Alberta, in the spring 
will be carried out by a new com- 
pany, according to F. I. Batchelor 
of. Cornwall, Ontario, head of the 
new firm, who recently returned 
from a week’s inspection trip at the 
salt beds. 

A diamond-drill crew will com- 
mence operations as soon as the cold 
snap breaks in the north and. will 
continue test drilling until spring on 
the property leased from the pro- 
vincial government, said the former 
Calgary bank manager. 

If present indications of the ex- 
| tent of the salt bed are confirmed, 
the refinery will be constructed in 
the spring, Mr. Batchelor said. 

Plant will have a production of 
30,000 tons of salt a year and will 
employ in the neighborhood of 40 
men. 

Questioned regarding a market 
for the product Mr. Batchelor stated 
Alberta alone consumes from 30,000 
to 32,000 tons yearly. 

Central western provinces 
70,000 to 80,000 tons a year. Plant 
will be confined to manufacturing 
table salt at the outset and _ will 
branch into various grades later. 
The salt is mined by drilling and 
pumping the salt to the surface in 
the form of brine. The brine is 
evaporated in the refinery. 

Refinery will be erected beside the 
railway at McMurray and if neces- 
sary the brine may be piped from 
wells some distance away. 

Production is expected to com- 
mence by next September.
